Defense Fighting 
To Salvage Budget 


WASHINGTON—Defense’ leaders were trying fever- 
ishly this week to talk the Senate Appropriations Committee 
into restoring some of its budget funds after the House up- 
held all of its own committee’s slashing cuts. 


The $33,541,225,000 ag te 
tion bill passed by the House last 
week represents an effective cut 
of just under two billion dollars. 
It also represents a resounding de- 
feat for the Administration, which 
had asked that $1.3 billion be put 
back in the bill. 


The measure carries the follow- 
ing amounts: Army, $7,239,425,000; 
Navy, $9,801,355,000; Air Force, 
$15,801,720,000. In addition, there 
is $16,500,000 to run the Defense 
Department superstructure and 
$682,375,000 for interservice acti- 
vities—such ag retired pay, pay- 
ment of claims, ete. 

During the lengthy debate on the 
bill in the House, numerous at- 
tempts to give the services more 
money failed. The only additions 
made to the bill on the floor was 
an amendment to provide $21.5 
million to the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority for aids to air navigation 
and an amendment to allow the 
carry-over of $10-million in. 1957 
Army funds to 1958 for use of the 
six-month Reserve training pro- 
gram. 

Cut out of the bill was an amend- 
ment to require the continued op- 
eration of Army hospitals at Hot 
Springs, Ark., and Boston, Mass. 
This will allow the Army to close 
or curtail these operations.

Pay Dirt 

July promises to be a lucrative month for 
some people connected with the Army—and 
the payoff may come just in time for many 
to revise their vacation plans. Instead of 
taking that tiny beach cottage for a week, 
Dad might well decide the family can afford 
two weeks at the Cape, and maybe a new 
motor for the boat. 

Army officials are now judging the value 
of suggestions for service improvement sub- 











mitted by military and civilian Army people 
in this the final quarter of fiscal year 1957. 
Beginning July 1 and continuing throughout 
that month, the Army will pass out moola by 
the bucket. Sums totalling scores (maybe 
hundreds) of thousands of dollars will then 
go to people whose ideas have been deemed 
worth adopting. 

Army-wide, ceremonies at installations 
will dress up the presentations of checks in 
three and four figures. Cameras will click, 
public information staffs will attack the keys 
of typewriters to tell the world that the 
Army knows how to reward ingenuity. 

So determined is the Army to prove its 
point that installation commanders have 
been told to withhold awards now pending 
as much as possible until July, so as to make 
the campaign that much more forceful. To 
insure continuing impact, awards “will be” 
made at least once a week between July 1 and 























31, according to orders. And people who 
have been granted high honorary awards 
and sums of more than $1000 will receive 
them personally from the Army Secretary, 
if that can be arranged. 

This is “Project Pay Dirt” in truth. 

Of course, it should be made clear, here, 
that none of this green stuff (or very little 
of it) will be handed out to the Army in 
uniform. Just to civilian workers, 

Soldiers whose suggestions are adopted 
may be rewarded with free passes or letters 
of commendation for their personnel files. 
If their ideas improve morale, they may get 
small cash sums through local welfare pro- 
grams, But no heavy loot. 

It is only fair to say, too, that the Army 
is not at fault on this score. It’s a matter of 
law that appropriated funds may not be 
used to provide cash prizes for soldiers, even 
brainy ones and even if their ideas save 
money for the service. 

Many military people resent this dis- 
crimination in treatment. At present, there 
is a move afoot in the Pentagon to work a 
change in this law by which servicemen 
might be encouraged to think up innovations 
benefiting the services and leading to some- 
thing more substantial, in a personal way, 
than a thank-you note. The Army’s heavy 
emphasis on something called “Project Pay 
Dirt” does little to-further this cause, it 
seems to us, 

We have nothing against civilians or 
their right to take a shovel to pay dirt any- 
where they see it lying about. But we don’t 
see how it helps service morale by accenting 
to such a degree the difference in treatment 
accorded those in uniform and those not. | 


Trend? 


There’s a minor revolution going on at 
the Military Academy which we intend to 
look into, real soon. Two of 1957’s top three 
graduates, who are privileged to choose their 
branches of service, picked the Infantry. 
Moreover, the bottom of this year’s class— 
which usually is heavily Infantry because 
these chaps have nowhere else to go—num- 
bered no Infantrymen among the lowest- 
ranking 71 cadets. But this section was 
heavy with Artillery.

Pay Based on Merit

I have no technical solution to any of 
the many problems set forth in your Let- 
ter’s column, and am willing to admit that 
probably most of them have some basis 
in fact. However, I am tempted to won- 
der if a more realistic appraisal of life 
in general, rather than an attempt to 
evaluate military versus civilian life on 
a personal and therefore biased basis, 
might not help some of these people to 
be more satisfied with their situation. 

I am referring in particular to the let- 
ter from “Army Wife” in the May 25 
issue, concerning the proposed pay raise 
for certain specialists. 

I have no desire to detract in any way 
from the merits of the husband involved. 
Undoubtedly a master sergeant with 16 
years’ service is a valuable man to the 
Army no matter what his duty assign- 
ment. The fact that he is not a “special- 
ist” should not cause discrimination 
against him in any way. 

« « - 


BUT I WONDER why so many people 
in the Army, both military and depend- 
ents, seem to feel that any raise given to 
the military should be on an overall basis, 
without considering any of the other fac- 
tors involved. 

Generally speaking, people are paid ac- 
cording to the value of the work they do. 
In the military services there is a definite 
kind of organization which makes it im- 
possible for everyone to attain a rank 
commensurate with the skills they may 
possess. Since the military pay system 
has been based on rank, it naturally re- 
sults in the loss of some men with spe- 
cialized skills for whom no vacancy exists 
in rank in proportion to their actual value 
to the military service. 


It is not, in my opinion, contrary to 
the interests of any member of the mili- 
tary services that these men should re- 
ceive financial reimbursement in lieu of 
rank. 

As a private citizen, it is my opinion 
that the problem of the rising cost of 
living might be better effected by a sta- 
bilization of prices rather than by periodic 
pay raises which ultimately seem to re- 
sult only in higher prices. However, as 
an individual intimately concerned with 
this situation I would like to compare the 
financial status of this master sergeant 
with that of the SP2 to whom I am en- 
gaged. 

A master sergeant with over 16 years’ 
service receives a “take-home pay” of 
$417 per month, including only his base 
pay, maximum quarters and ration allow- 
ances, and discounting any other pay he 
might receive in line of hazardous duty, 
ete. An SP2, married, receives on the 
same basis, $292.90 per month (one de- 
pendent considered). 

My fiance is a highly trained special- 
ist in a field which is increasingly impor- 
tant to the armed services today. The 


_TO&E of his unit does not provide a 


space for his skill with rank equal to the 
importance of the work he does. There- 
fore, in order to retain him, and others 
like him, in the service it should be only 
fair to give him an increase in pay more 
nearly in line with his value to the service. 

I cannot see this as discrimination 
against any other member of the military 
service. ° 

A little more objectivity on the subject 
of comparative values in place of this at- 
titude of “gimme, gimme” might result in 
fewer overworked adrenalin glands among 
the members of the armed forces and 
their dependents!

Approves Reserve 
Retirement Plan 


EUROPE: If there were ne 
Army Times it would be necessary 
to create one. Your editorials and 
“Letters” are meeting a definite 
need. They provide an _ escape 
valve where the emotional pressure 
generated under military disci- 
pline can be released without dam- 
age to the individual or the sys- 
tem, 

They serve as a vehicle for the 
introduction of new ideas and as a 
refining plant for old ones. Here 
the egotist’s balloon of self-impor- 
tance can be deflated and the petty 
tyrant hoist by his own petard. 

They provide a service for our 
armed forces identical to that of 
the London Times for its readers. 

Their most recent contribution 
to the NCO-Reserve officer retire- 
ment problem is a gem. H, of 
course, like any new-born idea, 
needs working over and refining 
before becoming law and regula- 


tion. May I suggest three poinis 
that need further consideration. 
They are: a 


1. Why should the option to re 
tire before 20 years be denied to 
the officers whom the serviees wish 
to retain and awarded te the of- 
ficers whom they release? Isn’t this 
in a sense an award for unsatis- 
factory service? 

2. Is it your plan to hold of- 
ficers who choose less than 20- 
year retirement in the active Re- 
serve, in accordance with Title HI 
of the present law? If the decision 
is to hold them in the active Re- 
serve, will they have the option of 
Title III, retirement at age 60 with 
the increased rank and longevity 
earned in the interm? 

3. Why deny this privilege to the 
NCOs? Many NCOs reach the 
grade of E-7 before age 30 and 
with little prospect of further pro- 
motion before them become dis- 
satisfied and disgruntled with the 
service. They often turn to drink 
or some other form of escapism 
and end reduced by court-martial. 

In my book a good idea needs ag- 
gressive follow-up. This, I have 
done. Before writing this letter, 
I wrote two others, enclosing

. A GOOD LETTER in the Letters 
column thjs week (by “Captain’’) 
raises three points “which need 
further consideration” in the Army 
Times plan for retirement of of- 
ficers involuntarily released from 
active duty with between 12 and 
18 years’ service. 

1. Why should the “option” to 
retire early be denied officers with 
less than 20 years’ service who 
aren’t involuntarily released, it is 
asked. Isn’t this reward for medi- 
ocrity? 

Early retirement is not a mat- 
ter of choice in the Army Times 
plan, except that officers released 
early are given the option of re- 
tiring’ or taking severance pay. As 
the plan has developed, former of- 
ficers would be denied reenlist- 
ment. 

Voluntary retirement is not 

permitted before 20 years in the 
* belief that the Army must have 
some way of offering financial 
incentive to remain in service to 
Officers it wants to keep. 

A man retiring early under the 
Army Times plan will collect less 
in cumulative retired pay than a 
man who remains on active duty, 
so that the reward, financially 
speaking, is small. 

Finally, from a purely ‘practical 
point of view, it is very doubtful 
that Congress would authorize vol- 
untary retirement any earlier than 
the 20 years now set by law. In 
fact, those concerned with retire- 
ment legislation are talking of mak- 
ing the service period longer. 

2. The answer to point two 
raised in the letter is no. Indi- 
viduals who are released early 
have three options, really. They 
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can retire immediately, under the 
Army Times plan. They can take 
severance pay. They can particl- 
pate in Reserve training, earning 
points until they have earned Title 
III .retirement rights, 

In this latter case, they are 
gambling that they will not be 
“boarded out” of the Reserve. 
As presently conceived, the 
Army Times plan would not per- 
mit those who draw severance 
pay to credit the time for which 
paid toward retirement of any 
kind, including Title III. After 
talks with Congressional mem- 
bers, this may be modified, ‘ 

3. Why deny “early retirement” 
to NCOs, the letter asks. Many 
make E-7 before age 30. They 
then degenerate. 

Giving an NCO faced with court 
martial the opportunity to retire 
early doesn’t fit in with the cri- 
teria for officers. Officers who 
face separation for disciplinary 
reasons would not be permitted 
early retirement, under the Army 
Times Plan. There should be no 
exception in favor of NCOs. 

A man who makes E-7 before 
he is 30 should have more ‘of a 
future to look forward to than 
longevity pay raises. But early 
retirement is hardly the answer. 

This is why I favor two more en- 
listed grades. I also accept the 
Cordiner committee proposal that 
the services make a greater effort 
to identify men whose potential is 
great (as is that of men who make 
E-7 before age 30) and channel 
them into fields where there is op- 
portunity. 

Some should become officers. 
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Others should become specialists 
with appointment to warrant offi- 
cers and the additional pay, pres- 
tige and service chances that this 
status gives them. 

Related to this is the plan ad- 
vanced here last Nov. 10, to pro- 
vide academic and civilian tech- 
nical education to men who prove 
their motivation and have the 
capacity to profit themselves and 
ae Army by more formal train- 


Men who can. make E-7 when 
they are less than 30 should be 
identified, educated, and used in 
jobs where their potential can be 
realized. 

This is a job for the Army in 
personnel management. 

Failure to identify these men is 
poor management. But then, men 
who make E-7 before they are 30, 
then become drunkards and mili- 
tary criminals demonstrate a lack 
of moral fiber which suggests that 
they shouldn’t have been promoted 
so fast in the first place. -

Actually, the sewn-in crease 
isn’t as sharp looking as the 
Army thought it would be. From 
here on out, issue shorts won't 
have the sewn-in crease. It 
means too much work for the 
presser, shortens the life of the 
garment. 

QM laundries will take spe- 
cial pains to press khaki shorts 
with a sew-in crease so that the 
crease doesn’t conflict with the 
press. 

But men whose shorts have 
a sewn-in crease will do them- 
selves (and the Army) a favor 
by ripping out the thread that 
stitches -the crease in place.

After two years, Sgt..McDonald’s 
record at college will be reviewed. 
If he is doing well and wants to 
continue, he will be given a 
“short” discharge (an administia- 
tive discharge for convenience of 





the government) so that he may 
reenlist for four more years. 

The first year of this second 
enlistment wil be spent at the uni- 


versity. After three years of col- 
lege, including three or four sum- 
mer sessions, the sergeant will 
then serve out the remaining three 
years of his enlistment, returning 
to the Signal Corps one year of 
service for each year of schooling 
he has been given. 

This conforms to the require- 
ments of the regulation which, in 
change 2, says that an enlisted 
man on being accepted for civil 
schooling must take a discharge 
and enlist for at least three years, 
no more than 50 percent of which 
may be spent at school. 

Officials said this program could 
be followed by any of the technical 
services, and even by the combat 
arms. 

First, the head of the technical 
service must approve a require- 
ment for educating an _ enlisted 
man at the college level. Next, the 
man must qualify fully as detailed 
in AR 350-200, and must volunteer. 

His application must be ap- 
proved by the school section of 
his service’s assignment branch. 

The Signal Corps said it plan- 
ned to send other enlisted men to 
other schools for courses in elec- 
tronics and related fields. Sgt. Me- 
Donald, it said, was a “pilot” or 





test case. 


WASHINGTON. — Every career 
officer in the Army should speak 
at least one foreign language. This 
is the goal set by the Chief: of 
Staff, Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, a 
linguist himself. ; 

The new program is outlined in 
a new regulation—AR 

Primary emphasis will” be for 
Regulars who have more than three 
and less than 20 years’ service to 
volunteer for language training.

But where 
there are vacancies in quotas for a 
particular course, they will be 
filled from volunteers under this 


program.

NOT. ONLY attaining but also 


maintaining proficiency under the_ 


program is encouraged by the reg- 
ulation. How it is to be maintained 
isn’t made clear. 

Applicants for training will be 
selected by their career branches. 
Attendance at Language School 
will normally come at the end of 
an assignment or before one starts 
between tours in the States and 
overseas. 

Men who already rate “fair” in 
reading, writing and understand- 
ing a foreign language will be con- 
sidered “proficient” under this pro- 
gram and will not normally be 
accepted for training in another 
language at the Language Scheol.

depress conditions in civil life un- 
til they are in parity with condi- 
tions in the military, I submit that 
the armed forces be improved un- 
they are on a par with civilian 
ife.” 

Roos urged a “house cleaning 
policy” in the armed services to 
encourage reenlistments. He said 
this should include steps to end 
“the misuse of personnel” through 
some better assignment system; a 
buildup of military men’s prestige, 
and better educational programs. 

A new GI Bill, the soldier con- 
tinued, would actually help the 
services by encouraging young men 
to join in order to get the benefits 
of post-service education. 

He pointed out that past GI 
Bills have proved successful by 
raising the average veteran’s edu- 





cational level to first-year college, 
compared to second-year high 
| school for non-veterans.

ROOS ADMITTED that today’s 
peacetime veteran is not making 
the sacrifices of the men of World 
War II and Korea. “Yet,” he con- 
tinued, “we are giving two years 
of our lives for a program hereto- 
fore unprecedented in the history 
of our country—a peacetime stand- 
ing Army.” 

In addition, he said, today’s 
draftees are faced with a two-year

“A renewal of the GI Bill is the 
most feasible way to constructively 
offset to some extent the time given 
to the service,” he added. 

SP3 Aaron Miller of Chicago 
faulted the American Legion’s sug- 
gestion that a peacetime GI Bill 
might constitute federal aid to edu- 
cation, The Legion recently an- 
nounced its opposition to a peace- 
time program.

HE SAID this veterans’ educa- 
tional assistance would serve only 
as the necessary impetus for po- 
tential leaders to receive training 
they need. Miller said opportunity 
does not mean regulation as some 
infer to federal aid to education. 

“It is interesting to note, too, 
that the American Legion did not 
make a similar objection to the 
GI bills that followed War II and 
Korea,” he continued. “Yet, the 
question of federal aid to educa- 
tion suddenly becomes important.” 

Post-Korea_ veterans are not 





eligible for Legion membership. 





Miller suggested that a voca- 
tional rehabilitation program 
should be included in the GI Bill 
package for men who suffered in- 
juries during active service. 

He also asked the subcommittee, 
headed by Strom Thurmond (D., 
S. C.), to study the possibility of 
including home loan rights, mus- 
tering-out pay and unemployment 
compensation in the proposed GI 
Bill for the peacetime group. 

* * + 

PFC EDWARD N. Harrison of 
Eagle Springs, N. C., pointed out 
the importance of mustering-out 
pay as a means of making the 
transition from military to civilian 
life. 

It would be valuable toward buy- 
ing clothes, supplying pocket 
money and for other readjustments 
necessary while looking for em- 
ployment, he said. However, he 
and the two-others stressed the 
educational provision as being the 
most important part of the new 
GI Bill. 

Drawing from his own personal 
experience, Harrison described as 
“grossly erroneous” the inference 
that a two-year military stint is 
not an interruption of major pro- 
portion.

FOR EXAMPLE, he said, it does 
the college senior little good to 
go through job interviews because 
one of the first questions is, “have 
you finished your military obliga- 
tion?” 

“If the answer is ‘No’,” Har- 
rison continued, “the senior is 
quietly told to come back after the 
commitment is fulfilled. This young 
man and many like him may there- 
fore be denied the finest oppor- 
tunity for employment that will 
occur in his lifetime.” 

Only under ideal conditions, he 
said, does a young man have the 
opportunity to go to-college before 
entering the Army. 

Contrary to some beliefs, he 
said, those who go,to school first, 
for the most part, are those “for- 
tunate enough to have been born 
into a family financially able to 
send him to college, and into a 
community where there have been 
a sufficient number of enlisiments 
to fill quotas, and thus keep the 
draft age from dropping.” 

He said he did not believe to- 
day’s peacetime servicemen feel 
that they are entitled to ful] bene 
fits such as those given under the 
Korea GI Bill. 

“But a little can go a long way,” 
he declared. 
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Increased Security 
Nuclear War Ike's Objective

. The major Eisenhower objective for his second—and final—presidential term is in- 
creased security for the world against surprise nuclear attack. 


This is the kernel of nutritious 
meat which the President hopes 
to extract, by patient effort, from 
the center of the huge hard-shelled 
disarmament coconut. Quite a lot 
of debris will have to be discard- 
ed in the proce3s, but the meat in 
that coconut will be well worth the 
effort required to get it. 

As with all Eisenhower strategy, 
whether in hot war or cold, the 
planning of this ross 
effort has been 





thorough, the 
human _instru- 
ments well 


chosen, the tim- 
ing of the pre- 
liminary opera- 
tions as precise 
as possible 
(considering 
the ever - pres- 
ent factor of 
unpredicta b 1 e 
events), and the approach to the 
critical stage has been made with 
commendable caution. During all 
this process, the mind of the mas- 
ter strategist has never wavered 
for an instant from the objective. 

It is, of course, a limited objec- 
tive. It is not millennium. It is 
not even world disarmament. It is 
simply the achieving of visible 
safeguards against “the bolt from 
the blue” — practical safeguards, 
within the range of accomplish- 
ment in practical terms. 

This does not mean war will be- 
come impossible. It may well mean 
a war of all-out destruction with 
nuclear weapons will cease, for a 
time, to be an immediate and ever- 
present threat to human existence. 

In keeping his eye firmly fixed 
on this objective, the President 
has had to make some difficult de- 
cisions and to endure, without pub- 
lic reply, the slings and arrows of 
Outrageous criticism.

screams of the orthodox politicos. 

Governor Stassen had too many 
of the disarmament strings in his 
hands to be replaced. Also he had 
displayed exactly the right mix- 
ture of optimism and firmness, so 
he is not easily discouraged or 
easily pushed around. 

If he mixes with these qualities 
an unquenchable political ambi- 
tion, as is certainly the case — 
well, a man has to have a pretty 
strong personal motivation to hold 
his nose to so rough-surfaced a 
grindstone as that of debating dis- 
armament with the Soviets, year 
after weary year. 


Stassen does have qualities 
which are not so well adapted to 
his job, however: notably a cer- 
tain impulsiveness and a kind of 
eager-beaver desire to turn in a 
good report card. Against these 
the President has had to set up 
adequate restraints, of which the 
recent statement by Admiral Rad- 
ford, the able and _ hard-headed 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, is a good example. 

It was surprising to some com- 
mentators that on the very eve of 
Stassen’s departure for London to 
take part in disarmament talks 
from which some small measure of 
accomplishment is actually expect- 
ed, the President’s principal mili- 
tary adviser should have permitted 
himself to sound off to the effect 
that talking disarmament with the 
Soviets was a dangerous business, 
as they couldn’t be trusted to keep 
their agreements, 

Yet the result of such a public 
statement is surely not only to re- 
strain the eager beaver in Stassen, 
but to put the Soviets on notice 
that the safeguards in any agree- 
ment must be ironclad if the result 
is to be acceptable to American 
military opinion, It is only in such 
conditions Stassen can be entrust- 
ed with any great degree of “flexi- 
bility.” *

Belvoir Engineers Develop 
New Aluminum Fire Truck 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A highly | as 125 degrees. All equipment is 


mobile aluminum fire truck has | enclosed 
been developed by the Army’s En-| 


gineer Research and Development 
Laboratories at Belvoir, designed 
for combatting fires involving non- 
conventional fuels and fuel storage 
tank farms. 

The truck is equipped with a 
turret to combat large fires inac- 
cessible by hose. It carries a 1000- 
gallon water tank and 150 gallons 
of concentrated foam. A pump 
driven by the main engine provides 
for discharges of fire extinguishing 
foam at rates up to 6000 gallons a 
minute. 

Twenty-eight feet long and eight 
feet wide, the 39,000-pound truck 
is powered by a 330 horsepower 
rear engine and is capable of 
speeds up to 60 miles an hour. 

Capable of negotiating 60% 
grades, it features a four-wheel 
drive with self-locking differentials, 
spring supported double reduction 
drives, and a three-speed transmis- 
sion with torque converter. Hy- 
draulic steering makes possible a 
turning radius of only 40 feet. 

The entire unit is designed to 
operate in temperatures as low as 
65 degrees below zero and as high 





in insulated compart- 
ments heated by an automatic gaso- 
line-fired electrically controlled 


coolant heateg. It is also capable 
of withstanding the harmful effects 
of salt water, high humidity, fungi, 
molds and. tropical insects. 


a greater objective is characteristic 
of Eisenhower strategy — and has 
been from the first occasion on 
which he was ever called upon to 
assume strategical responsibility.

It is the limited, intermediate 
objective which, if gained, opens 
the way for further achievement, 
It is the present objective of the 
patient, thorough Eisenhower 
strategy of which the world has 
seen so many examples and from 
which, on the record, there is good 
reason to expect success.

Retirement Costs 
Worry Congress 


By STEVE TILLMAN 


WASHINGTON—Some members of the Congressional 
appropriations committees are showing increasing concern |. 
over the Department of Defense budget. Not limited to the 
pending budget, these members are disturbed about future 
increases, especially as they concern the cost of retirements 
and the differences in requirement for retirement of Regular 


and Reserve personnel. 

If Congress should decide to 
transfer military aid to the defense 
budget, and cease authorizing it 
for only one fiscal year at a time, 
the legislators may then give 
thought to revising the entire re- 
tirement structure. 

The Comptroller General's office, 
for example, would like to see 
social security benefits deducted 
from service retirement pay. This 
is now applicable to social security 
payments to personnel retired for 
disability. There is some talk of 
making this also apply to age and 
service retirement. 

Rep. George Mahon (D., Tex.), 
influential member of the House 

Appropriations committee, may 
well “spark plug” a group to 
study the overall picture. 

One example of Restrve retire- 
ment being informally discussed 
has to do with retirement of Re- 
serve officers under Title 11 of PL 
810. Under this law, a Reserve offi- 
cer serving on active duty in a 
grade lower than his permanent 
Reserve grade, is retired after 20 
years of AD in the higher grade. 
No active duty need be performed 
in the higher grade. 

Last year, one member of. the 
Court of Claims raised serious 
question over the legality of such 
retirement with pay. This pro- 
vision is not contained in PL 810 
itself but in an earlier law which 
states that retirement will be in 
the permanent grade. 

Then, under Title II of PL 810, 


retirement pay is based on the 
number of years credited for pay 
purposes, rather than the actual 
number of years of active duty. 
Under this feature, primarily Re- 
serve officers with long inactive 
duty time in the Reserve have more 


years for pay purposes than-their 
actual active duty time. A lieuten- 
ant colonel serving on AD for 20 
years, but having 30 years for pay 
purposes, may retire in grade of 
colonel with 75 percent retirement 
pay. 

By this computation the Re- 
serve officer would receive a total 
of $288.60 each month more than 
his contemporary in the Regular 
Army for the same amount of 
active duty. 

Some members of Congress be- 
lieve this should be looked into. 

With about 200,000 officers and 
men now on the retired rolls of 
the armed forces—a figure ex-

KEFLAVIK, Iceland. — “Fire 
Mission . . . two hundred: Aggres- 
sors in the open... mark concen- 
tration five ... fuze time... will 
adjust.” 

With this short radio _trans- 
mission, the smallest combat air- 
craft on Keflavik Airbase, the 
Army H-13 reconnaissance heli- 
copter, is transformed into an in- 
valuable director of high explosive 
artillery fire. In addition, the tiny 
unarmed chopper can call for suc 
cessive blows in the time it takes 
to say “Repeat range!” 

Just as rapidly the versatile 
whirlybird can cease its mission 
of death and destruction and be 
come a dove of peace on an errand 
of mercy. It is capable of deliver. 
ing six hundred pounds of ammu 
nition and supplies to the troups 
in the inaccessible forward combat 
areas and return with two litter 
patients and an ambulatory casu- 
alty. 

Reconnaissance-wise, the large

past two years without a mishap. 

Capt. W. H. Harper and W. G. 
Phillips, presently assigned pilots, 
have a combined total of more than 
5000 flying hours in single engine 
aircraft. More than 1500 hours have 
been devoted to operating helicop- 
ters in various portions of the 
globe, including the recent police 
action in Korea. 

Both pilots call Iceland an ideal 
location for helicopter operations,

The equipment, officially called 
the multi-weapon automatic target 
and battery evaluator (MATABE), 
was conceived by engineers of the 
Army Signal Engineering Labora- 
tories, Fort Monmouth, N, J., and 
developed by the. Burroughs Cor- 
poration at its research center in 
Paoli, Pa. 

MATABE was developed from a 
need to aid antiaircraft officers to 
calculate in milliseconds the infor- 
mation needed to make the most 
favorable use of their weapons in 
the destruction of enemy aircraft. 

A closed demonstration was 
held under security control for a 
select group of Army and Air 
Force officers, together with some 
of the nation’s leading engineers 
and scientists. The demonstration 
was presented by the Signal En- 
gineering Laboratories and _ the 
Burroughs Corporation in Paoli. 

The MATABE is 29 feet long, 
over seven feet high, consists of 
seven cabinets housing more than 
20 miles of intricate wiring and 
thousands of electron tubes, re- 
lays, resistors and other compon- 
ents. It has two control panels and 
is equipped with a nine-ton air} 
conditioning unit.

HEART OF THE system is a| 
high-speed real time electronic | 
digital computer that solves mathe- 
matical equations almost instantly. 
A digital computor operates in real 
time if it is an integral part of a 
physical control system. A ma- 
chine operating at such speed 
provides information the instant 
it is needed, a vitally important 
factor in antiaircraft operations. 

MATABE will give such informa- 
tion as the time it takes a missile 
to get from the battery to its 
bursting point; how much time a 
battery needs to carry out its as- 
signment; the point of intercept; 
whether a target is within effec

WASHINGTON — The Army 
hasn’t enough airplanes to g0 
around, nor will it in the near 
future. 

For this reason, the chief of 
Transportation will allot planes to 
commands needing them — with-!

Over the next 10 years, new

hands of troops will not be con- 


verted from yards to: meters. For 
example, the 4.2-inch mortar is 
unlikely to have its sights, firing 
tables, etc., so converted. 

But the 105mm mortar, which 





will replace the 4.2, will come out 
as a metric weapon.

LIKEWISE, the sights on cali- 
ber .30 machine guns now in gen 
eral use will not be converted. But 
the new M60 machine gun will 
have metric sights. So also, appar- 
ently, will the M14 and M15 rifles. 

The regulation specifically ex- 
cludes meteorological data from 
conversion to the metric system. 
That is, wind speeds will still be 
measured in miles per hour, baro- 
metric pressure. will be expressed 
in bars or inches. 

. Changes are to be made as nec- 
essary in training programs. But 
officials said they did not expect 
training to be any more of a prob- 
lem after conversion to meters 
than the present system using 
yards. Men; they said, can’t es 
timate distance in yards when they 
come into the Army and have to 
be taught. It will be no more diffi- 


cult to train them to estimate dis- -

Word-Tilting 
With O’Grady 


HEIDELBERG, Germany: I 
heartily agree with O’Grady (Let- | 
ters, May 25) that most Army per- 
sonnel do not always pronounce 
English correctly. Unfortunately, 
it is a short-coming of our Amer- | 
ican population as a whole and one 
which everyone should be inter- 
ested in correcting. 

However, what constitutes cor- 
rection? I must take issue with 
O’Grady. Laudable though his con- 
cern may be, I think he has in- 
dulged in hair-splitting, at least as | 
concerns one example (aide-de- 
camp—of French origin) of mis- 
pronunciation which he cites. 


I enthusiastically concur with 
O’Grady that the French pronuncia- 
tion is much more elegent, but 
in most English-speaking mouths 
it sounds at least unnatural, and 
with a carefully pronounced nasal, 
coming in a sentence together with 
every-day English words, the ef- 
fect can be even grotesque. 

This is more true when it is 
common knowledge that the in- 
dividual Ss it so culti- 
vatedly has no knowledge of 
French other than a few words 





marked in the dictionary by a set 
of parallel lines. 

| Any language which is living is 
bound to acquire a number of for- 
jeign words and expressions, words 
which supplement its vocabulary, 
|make it richer and more subtle 
and flexible. In some cases, Eng- 
lish being a notable example, a 
|vast portion of the vocabulary is 
of foreign origin. 

| These foreign words are adopted 
and “naturalized,” brought into 
conformance with the phonetic and 
morphological patterns prevailing 
in the adopting tongue. 

An individual who attempts to 
obstruct this process, a “purist,” is 
no more liable to succeed than the 
purist at the other extreme who 
seeks to exclude all foreign words. 
The language is far less mortal 
than both. 

Would O’Grady insist that’ all 
words of French, Latin, German, 
Scandinavian, Slavic (and a my- 
riad of others) origin retain in 
{English the pronunciation of the 
speech in which they are native? 
This is of course impossible and 
unnecessary. — 

Where would O’Grady draw the 
line? I should like to hear his 
|prenunciation of a number of 
other words which he did not list, 
perhaps because they are so “na- 
tive” he-did not realize they are 
foreign. 

How would-he pronounce such 
words as “sergeant,” “lieutenant,” 
“general,” “regiment,” “echelon,” 
“cadre,” “guerrilla” to name only 
a few common military terms? The 
list could be expanded indefinitely.

As one of the “forgotten sol- 
diers” presently serving my two 
year hitch “on the line” here in 
Korea, it seems appalling that the 
present administration and cer- 
tain veteran organizations are 
strongly aligned against education- 
al benefits for the peacetime draft 
soldier in view of present world 
conditions. 

The only explanation given by 
those who oppose such legislation 
is that it will cost money—a posi- 
tion hardly tenable when we -hear 
so much of the billions set aside 
for this purpose or that in Amer- 
ica’s endeavor to maintain domes- 
tic security and that of the free 
world. 

In such an age of history as 
ours, when the free and 
worlds are locked in deadly em- 
brace, the ultimate outcome will 
be determined by ideological and 
technological supremacy. And 
such supremacy can be held only 
through a realistic approach to 
training. and educating our citizens.

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The ‘Big Red One’ Reviews Its Fighting Past 


FORT RILEY, Kans. _The colorful history of the 1st Inf. Div., which this weekend 
celebrates its 40th anniversary, is punctuated by a Jong series, of firsts. 





In War I it was the first to fire 


a shell against the foe, first to} 


suffer casualties in the field, ape 
to capture enemy prisoners and 
first to'¢ross the Rhine River. War 
II “firsts” elaimed by the division 
include: First Infantry unit to ar- 
rive in Europe, first to invade Af- 
rica, Sicily and France, first to 
deal the enemy a major blow, first 
to smash the Siegfried Line and 
first to capture a major German 
city. 

The Big Red One is the “Sol- 
dier’s Division.” Its doughboys in 
War I and dogfaces in War II have 
spread the fame and valor of its 
bloodstained_ story. 

The quiet War I landings at St. 
Nazaire, -France, in June, 1917, 
were greatly contrasted 27 years 
later in the same month when 
the Division battled its way across 
the graveled and sandy beach 
called “Easy Red” on the Nor- 
mandy coast. The Red One’s War 
I battle streamers were flying 
names the soldiers couldn’t pro- 
nounce: Lorraine, Aisne-Marne, 
Picardy, Montidier-Noyone, St. Mi- 
hie] and Meuse-Argonne, when the 
division entered War II battle. 





Army Boat 
Units Reach 
Arctic Bases 


U.S. NAVAL STATION, Argentia, 
Nfid.—The first contingent of Army 
boat crews which will operate har- 
borcraft at Goose Bay, Labrador 
and Sondrestrom, Greenland, in 
support of Air Force bases at those 
sites has arrived on the Station 
last week and is busily checking 
out craft and supplies.

After securing .these beaches the 
Red One moved to Oran, then Kas- 
sarine Pass, Gafsa and El Guettar, 
all of which showed stubborn re- 
sistance, Tunisia was the final bat- 
tleground in the North African 
heat, rain and mosquitoes. Attacks 
and ‘counterattacks, fixed bayonets, 
and finally the division opened a 
hole for the armor which spelled 
the end of Nazi rule in North Af- 
rica.

AFTER A SHORT REST, the Big 

Red One was off again. The target: 


wide island, holding 10 Italian 
and three German divisions. 

The mountains of. Troina gave 
the division its roughest hours 
here. After 37 consecutive days of 
fighting, the Red One had taken 
18 towns and captured .5935 prison- 
ers, but suffered 1788 casualties, 

“Back to England,” was the word 
as the division finished its job in 
Sicily.

U.S. Diet Aid Improves 
Allied Troop Efficiency 


WASHINGTON.—The discovery | 
that half of the South Korean) 
troops were unfit for combat duty 
during the Korean war led the 
United States government to em- 
bark on a nutritional program to 
improve the fighting efficiency of 
several allied forces. 

Details on the program, which 
has been going on a full-time scale | 
since 1955, were disclosed at a| 
recent Pentagon press conference | 
by Dr. Frank B. Berry, Assistant | 
Secretary of Defense for health) 
and medical matters. 


During the 1953 fighting in Ko- 
rea, a survey disclosed that 50) 
percent of the South Korean troops | 
were not physically fit for full-time | 
front line duty because of vitamin 
deficiencies. Many South Koreans| 
suffered from night blindness. 

As _ the result of U.S. medical! 
aid, all that country’s soldiers now} 
are considered sufficiently healthy | 
for battle.

SINCE THE program started, 16 
eountries have expressed interest 
in getting nutrition assistance from 
the U.S. The program is carried 
out by the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee.on Nutrition for National 
Defense (ICNND). 

Participating in the program are| 
the Defense, State, Agriculture, 





Health, Education and Welfare De- 
partments, the International Co- 
operation Administration and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Five surveys have been com- 
pleted—in Iran, Pakistan, Repub- 
lie of Korea, Philippines and Tur- 
key. A team will depart for Libya 
next month for a 90-day survey. 

Cost of the surveys, including 
the Libyan, expedition, is approxi- 
mately $320,000. Another $200,- 
000 has been budgeted for the pro- 
gram during fiscal year 1958, 

Dr. Berry said that ICNND at- 
tempts to improve the combat ef- 
fectiveness of the armed forces it 
surveys through development of 
proper diet, compact field rations 
and improved sanitary practices.

WHILE THE United States is 
concerned about the nutrition 
problems of its allies, Dr. Berry 
warned that the nation had a nu- 
trition problem of its own. 

He said that the Eskimos of the 
Alaskan National Guard suffer 
greatly from lack of proper vita- 
mins.

Ft. Sam Houston 
To Fluoridate 
Water Supply 
FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — 
Col Henry F. Taylor, Fort Sam 


Houston commander, has _ an- 
nounced that fluoridation of the 





militery post’s water supply has 
been approved and will be started 
about June 15. 

It will be the first fluoridation 
of water on an Army post in the 
Fourth Army’s five-state area of 
Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Okla- | 
homa, New Mexico, Colonel Tay- | 
lor said. 

According to Lt. Col. M. E. Shu- | 
meker, Fort Sam dental surgeon, | 
the fluoride will be introduced to 
the water supply at a rate which 
will achieve-a ratio of 1.5 parts 
fluoride to one million parts water. 
The amount recommended by den- 
tists and physicians who have made 
a study of fluoridation is from 1.5 
to two parts per million, he ex- | 
plained. 

Fort Sem obtains its water sup- 
ply through wells in the Edwards 
limestone formation, which also 
supplies San Antonio and other 
south Texas communities, The 
water from this huge underground 
reservoir usually contains 0.2 parts 
none per million parts of water, 
which is not enough to slow dental 
decay, Colonel Shumaker said.

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1ST CLASS MAIL HISTORY 


Ly 
Three-Cent Stamp 
Has Had Its Day 


YHE letter mail postage rate is in the news 
again, just as it has been periodically for 
more than 150 years. ° 


This rate, which covers what is now known as 
first-class mail, has had a dramatic though little 
known career, as the rate itself and what it would 
buy have fluctuated with the development of the 
United States since the early days of the Republic. 

Since 1879 there have been relatively few 
changes in the rate structure of first-class mail, 
but in earlier years the changes were both frequent 
and drastic. © 

- - * 

IN THE EARLY days, postage charges were not 
based upon weight nor was there a standard charge 
for delivery anywhere in the country. Instead, 
postage was based upon the number of sheets in 
the letter, and also upon the distance the letter 
was to travel, 

A letter consisted then of a single sheet, folded 
and sealed, and addressed upon the back. The 
sender ofa letter was not compelled to pay postage 
in advance, and often as not the postage was paid 
by the receiver of the letter. 

In 1792 the postage on a single letter, traveling 
not more than 30 miles, was six cents. Rates on 
this zone basis went up progressively to 25 cents 
for single letters traveling more than 450 miles. 

The rates quoted here were for single letters 
only. Should a communication consist of two. or 
three sheets, the rates were double or triple the 
single rate. The latter were called double and 
triple letters. 

Should a communication consist of four pages 
or more, it was called a packet. The applicable 
postage rate was on four single letters for each 
ounce. 

. + 

IN 1799 CONGRESS revised postal rates again. 
This time the rate for single letters traveling not 
more than 40 miles was eight cents, with double, 
triple letter and packet rates in proportion. The 
rate for single letters traveling over 500 miles was 
25 cents. 

In 1815 Congress approved letter rates double 
those established in 1799, but in 1816 these drastic 
rate increases were repealed. 

Not until 1845 was another revision of postal 
rates enacted by Congress. This time it was five 
cents for single letters traveling no more than 300 
miles, and 10 cents for single letters traveling more 
than 300 miles. 

. o * 

IN 1851 CAME the first indication of what to- 
day’s letter service would be like. -In that year 
Congress provided that all single letters, traveling 
no more than 3000 miles, should go for three cents 
if postage was prepaid, and for five cents if not 
prepaid, + 

Single letters traveling more than 3000 miles 
were to go for six cents if prepaid, and for 10 cents 
if not prepaid. Double, triple letters and packets 
required postage in proportion, 

That these low rates for letters and small parcels 
had little application to Southwestern and Pacific 
Coast mail may be indicated by. the fact that in 
1860 and 1861 the Pony Express charged $1 or 
more for swift transportation of mail. Stage- 
coaches were slow, and took many weeks to get a 
letter through. 

During the years from 1792 to 1863, postal rates 
on both letters and parcels were based on the sheet 
letter. rates. But in 1863 a uniform letter rate, re- 
gardiess of distance, was established. 

At the same time, free city delivery service was 
inaugurated, thus abolishing.a carrier fee system 
for either collection or delivery of mail. 

A peculiarity of this fee system was that house- 
holders or business concerns coyld either accept 
or refuse carrier service, But in the event a per- 
son went to the post office, in order to get his mail 
earlieh, he was charged a fee for the service in- 
volved in separating his mail ‘promptly from other 
mail received by the post office. Receivers of mail 
paid the extra fee either way. 


The rate then was three cents for each half-| 


ounce or additional fraction thereof, whereas the 
rate nowadays is three cents for each full. ounce 
or additional. fraction thereof. 

The three-cent rate on letters weighing % 
ounce continued from ‘1863 to 1885, when the rate 
was set at two cents per full ounce. In the war 
year of 1917 the rate went up to three cents per 
ounce, but in 1919 Congress reduced the rate again 
to two cents. From 1919 to 1932 the two-cent rate 
applied to the full ounce ‘or additional fraction 
thereof. 

In 1932 Congress set the first-class mail rate 
at three. cents for each ounce or additional frac- 
tion thereof, and this is the ‘rate which prevails 
today, a quarter of a century later. Today it fails 
to cover postal costs, according to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield who has asked Congress to in- 
erease the rate to four cents.

More Mail Hikes Set 


WASHINGTON.—While the hassle over the 
three-cent stamp is going on, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Summerfield has announced that he plans 
to increase many postal rates over which he re- 
tains rate-making control.

France Lost 


Honor, Guts 
After 1918 


THE TAXIS OF THE 
MARNE, by Jean Dutourd.

It is impossible to read this angry 

book without feeling violent 
agreement or disagreement with 
the author. Although he writes 
about his beloved France, every- 
thing he says applies to people 
(particularly military people) of 
all nations. a ary 

France, Dutourd writes, lost its 
honor, integrity and _ boldness 
shortly after it bloody World War 
I victory, which he calls France’s 
last great deed. 

In 1940, when France was over- 
run by the Germans, Dutourd was 
a 20-year-old soldier who walked 
into captivity along with the rest 
of the French army. At first, he 
says, the soldiers weren't partic- 
ularly unhappy about having their 
country ,conquered, and few of 
them even tried to escape. Dutourd 
later changed his attitude, made 
two escapes and fought with the 
Resistance. 

What happened to. France's 
fighting spirit? Dutourd says the 
average Frenchman has lost all 
desire to fight for his rights, and 
his country has been saddled. with 
pitiful leaders. The combination 
has meant disgrace for France, 
which he fankly wants to see be- 
come the most powerful and im- 
portant nation in the world. It 
used to be. ° ‘ 

“Men are neither lions nor 
sheep,” he writes, “but a mix- 
ture of the two. It is the man 
who leads them who turns them 
into either lions or sheep.” 
France’s leaders, particularly 
its generals, turned out. to be 
sheep themselves, trying to 
avoid the fight and failing to 
give it the old college try when 
the showdown came. 


It is hard to take issue with his 
_ arguments so far. But- then 
Dotourd goes off the deep end. 
After the 1940 collapse of France, 
he writes, “we should have gone 
on to the bitter end and reclaimed 
ourselves by killing our country 
than leaving in it the smallest 
trace of beauty for the benefit of 
the conqueror. But the High Com- 
mand, which had failed in its own 
duty once, did not consider it had 
the right to start fulfilling its duty 
then. . .” 
~ * 4 

THE AUTHOR is so pessimistic 
that he can write: 

“.. . the uniform of the soldier 
was progressively degraded until 
it has become ridiculous without 
being in the least practical. The 
change in color is in itself signi- 
ficant: the soldier clad in blue 
(World War I) was thought of as 
coming from a distant horizon and 
merging with the sky; but khaki, 
that base color, is intended for the 
man who withdraws into the earth, 
who sinks into it, who incorporates 
himself in the clay, who digs him- 
oe ia..." 

The author worships Gen. de 
Gaulle, whom he calls the only 
Frenchman who still believes in 
duty and honor. He also admires 
Winston Churchill, who, the au- 
thor says, is the kind of a guy who 
was ready to fight the Germans 
with beer bottles.

This is a revision, by A. Stuart 
Pitt, for 15 years an instructor 
of the Naval Academy, of the book 
first written in 1938 by Kendall 
Banning, Mr. Banning, who died 
in 1944, also wrote “West Point 
Today” and “The Fleet Today.” 

“Annapolis Today” is the story 
of the Naval Academy—what it’s 
for and how it does it. Such a 
book could be dry as dust, but the 
Banning-Pitt book happily is not. 

While recognizing that the Acad- 
emy is an institution, the authors 
have wisely also recognized that 
the Academy—at any given time— 
is first and foremost people. And 
so much of the book is about 
people past and present, famous 
in history or famous only for some 
prank or anecdote. 

The authors have agood readable 
style; they inform without preach- 
ing, and they enliven nearly every 
page .with anecdotes. (But not 
the anecdote about the midship- 
man Steinmetz of the ’30s who 
created brief bedlam with his 
rigging of the elevators, lights and 
buzzers. That story surely de- 
serves space in a book as complete 
as this.)

The Story of

UTHOR Jack Behn sets out the 
story of the. .45-70 rifle 
statistically, if nothing more, in 
his book covering the development 
of metal cartridges, and a new 
idea in shooting irons. 

At the close of the Civil War, 
the official firearm of the United 
States was the 1863 Springfield 
muzzle loading rifle, although 
thousands of other’ models of 
rifles were in the hands of troops. 
The famous Springfield .45-70 
was born in 1872, and it con- 
tinued as the standard rifle for 





troops until the end of the cen- 
tury. 
Perhaps the history of the 


development of rifles concerns it- 
self as much with the cartridge, 
according to Behn, as the firearm 
itself. The .45-70 cartridge helped 
to push the west farther from 
the Mississippi, helping to tame 
the savage Indian, wiped out the 
buffalo, and helped to set up the 
pioneer outposts. 

Behn’s book is purely for the 
collector, the expert on rifles and 
perhaps for a few military men 
here and there. But its interest 
to the average reader is practical- 
ly nothing flat.

C yidewgl months ago this column suggested 
that all good musicians do not work in 


New York or L. A. and that there are many 
outstanding musicians in other citiés who should 
be recorded. As examples, I listed several musi- 
cians from Philadelphia and Washington. One of 
the Washington musicians was guitarist Charlie 
Byrd. 


I am happy to report that Byrd has now been 
recorded. His first record, “Jazz Recital” ‘(Savoy 
MG 12099), is one that anyone interested in guitar 
should hear. - j P 


AS INDICATED in the drawing on the right, 
Byrd uses the classical right-hand fingering for 
guitar as well as the more ccnventional pick ap- 
proach. His Savoy album contains examples of 
both styles. 

The set opens with a Byrd original called “Pre- 
lude” which Bach might have enjoyed. Charlie 
also demonstrates a clean and sure finger style, 
unamplified technique on standards My Funny Val- 
entine, Little Girl Blue, My Heart Stood Still, Spring 
Is Here, A Foggy Day, and two other originals, Inter- 
lude and Spanish Guitar Blues. The Blues and 
Foggy Day swing the most. 

Two bouncy combo tunes, Chuck-A-Tuck and 
Homage to Charlie Christian, with Byrd using amp 
and pick, round out the album. His attack and 
command of his instrument is evident. Happily 
along for the ride on these two finger-snappers is 
the Preserish tenor sax of Tom Newson, praised 
here last year for his fine work with Johnny Osieck’s 
Air Force Dance Band. (Tom is now out of the 
service.) Other sidemen are bassman Al Lucas and 
drummer Bobby Donaldson.

BYRD HAS BEEN playing guitar since he was 
ten years old. He began with what is loosely called 
folk music, moved into jazz, and then, in 1949 be- 
came tremendously interested in classical guitar. 
In 1954, by invitation following an audition with 
Andres Segovia, the world’s most respected guitarist, 
he studied with Segovia in Sienna, Italy. 

Recently he has been playing classical recitals, 
teaching, and jobbing around on jazz jobs, pit jobs, 
and what have you in Washington. When a superior 
guitarist is needed in D.C., Byrd is the man con- 
tacted first. Last time I saw him, he was working 
a one-nighter with a fine local accordion player, 
Dick Bailey (who would sound fine on an LP too, 
by the way), and had finished playing in a pit 
band for a Broadway company “Calypso Carhival” 
stage show. The all-around guitarist has also 
added to the classical guitar repertoire by transcrib- 
ing a good deal of piano music for guitar.

te see the guitarists of today using more of the 
vast store of knowledge that has been piled up by 
the great lute players and guitarists of the past 
400 years. Men like Dowland, Milan and Weiss 
wrote and played very complicated things that have 
not been surpassed to this very day. The pick 
technique allows rapid scale type passages and a 
sharp attack for rhythm, but doesn’t have nearly as 
much variety and beauty as the finger technique. 
Finger playing on the unamplified Spanish guitar 
shows the delicate tonal colors of the guitar, which 
is its strongest feature. If the guitar is going to 
take an important place as a solo instrument, it 
must be broadened. Leave the sax sound to the 
sax ‘and play the guitar.” 

Charlie is planning a show music album now 
and tells me that he would enjoy doing an album 
with rhythm man Freddie Green some day. He 
has high praise for many jazz guitarists—Barney 
Kessel, Barry Galbraith, George Van Eps, to name 
only a few. 

And since the discussion has centered upon 
Charlie’s finger-style work, it should be pointed out 
that his roots nevertheless go —- in what the 
liner notes refer to as the funky, spare-line Charlie 
Christian tradition. Although his classical studies 
with Segovia and others have broadened his ap- 
proach to guitar, no one should have the idea that 
old swinging “down home” spirit has left Byrd. It 
remains a vital part of his music, as anyone who 
has heard him play can tell you. 

Charlie knows his horn as few do, and Charlie 
swings. It’s good to have him on’LP. Congratula- 
tions to Savoy’ s Ozzie Cadena for this set. 











Classical

| Yonge the auspices of UNESCO, the German section of 
the International Music Council and Deutsche Gram- 
mophon have produced six LPs of new German music. Com- 





posers and their works are little 
known here and the official West 
German records are not available 
to individuals. Decca, in its series 
New Directions in Music and 
Sound: Contemporary German 
Music, is releasing them commer- 
cially. 

Volume 2 of Decca’s series in- 
cludes K. A. Hattmann’s Symphony 
No. 6 and Egk’s French Suite After 
Rameau (Decca DL-9681, $3.98). 
The two-movement Hartmann sym. 
phony is challenging and listen- 
able, despite dissonance and atonal 
chromatic techniques in the man- 
ner of Berg. Egk’s French Suite 
follows Rameau at a considerable 
distance. It has more surface than 
substance, but it is quite agree- 
able. Frenc Fricsay and the RIAS 
Symphony of Berlin turn in an ex- 
cellent performance and the sound 
is impeccable.

Slip-Shod Inspections Reported 
Biggest Cause for Minor Gripes 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 


cre a-dog a bad name—and hang him,” was probably said originally by a canine-lover 
who felt that repeating hasty judgments was unjust to man’s best friend. 
Man’s next best friend—his car—sometimes suffers similarly from a single gripe 





multiplied many times. 

An acquaintance of mine is prone 
to wait until he hears how friends 
feel about a new model before he 
buys. More than once he has been 
teld frankly by his dealer (with 
whom he has done business for a 
quarter of a century or more) that 
his old car was better than the 
one he would turn it in for. In this 
case the new model had earned its 
bad name and deserved to be hung. 

The old-fashioned rumor fac- 
tory today is yielding to the scien- 
tific method. If we are to take 
the recent report by Lee Fleet 
Management, Inc., consultants to 
industrial users of passenger 
fleets, as scriously as some of the 
private auto owners appear to 
have done, the manufacturers | 
had better do some inspecting of | 
their inspections. A number of 
gripes appear to be well-founded. 

The complaints which show a 
marked increase in number, do not 
seem to center on mechanical or 
engineering failures—in fact these 
are low on the list. The great ma- 
jority are made up of the highly 
annoying, frustrating, minor 
things; body rattles, leaks, poor 
lubrication, door handles that fall 
off and bumpers that shake loose 
under vibrations, and the like. 

According to the report, most of 
the trouble lies in the fact that 
there isn’t rigid inspection in this 
field :in the factory. The slip-shod | 
method of the individual workers | 
seems to account for worse slips | 
and more shoddiness as their pros- | 
perity increases. Skimpy paint jobs, 
bad alignment of bodies, loose 
screws in the hardware, are being 
passed over in assembly line in- | 
spection and so far there is no| 
mechanical brain known which can | 
detect these faults. They are all 
too, too human.

repair work to do. Along with the 
heavier demands for servicing, the 
complainant’s car gets little more 
than a lick and a promise under 
the pressure of a long waiting list 
of gripers. 

"Getting a car serviced today, as 
one observer comments, is like 
getting an appointment with a doc- 





tor or a dentist. Lee suggests a 


return to. a system once widely in 
use: franchisement of independent 
garages to become authorized serv- 
ice stations for special makes. 

This might be at least a partial 
cure. The other one may be some- 
thing more rugged, a medicine that 
would be a bitter dose for both 
dealer and manufacturer—a fall- 
off in sales.

A 
foam type cleaner applied with a 
soft bristled brush will remove 
most ordinary dirt. 

Stains such as ice cream, choco- 
late, grass, gum, grease and oil are 
more stubborn in a car because the 
fabric cannot be removed. So, 
methods that call for rinsing the

Unique View 


LINCOLN, Neb. — When an 
pabandoned prairie school house 
went on the auction block back 
in 1948, it touched off a chain reac- 


tion that has resulted in one of the 
nation’s most interesting collec- 
tions of Americana, covering the 
period from 1830 to the present. 

Called Pioneer Village, the col- 
lection of more than 17,000 items 
is located in Minden, in south cen- 
tral Nebraska, on transcontinental 
U. S. Highway 6. Thousands of 
visitors have ‘viewed the Village 
since its formal opening in 1953. 

Seventeen buildings, built a- 
round an_ old-fashioned village 
green and occupying an area of 
two city blocks, comprise the vil- 
lage. Except for a few large display 
buildings, the structures were ac-

Flash has 
not yet elimin- 
ated this fault, 
which is com- 
mon, strangely 
with news pho- 
tographers and 
the average am- 
ateur. 

If many flash 
pictures of today are somewhat 
less harsh than they used to be, in 
spite of the perststence of the 
flash-on-the-ccamera approach, 
credit some of the newer type 
flash reflectors which diffuse the 
light better, avoiding hot spots. 
Also, the comparative softness of 
the faster films helps to even out 
the light and yield tone where soot 
and whitewash were the order of 
the day. 

The reader will have gathered 
by this time that my preference is 
for off-the-camera flash, the gun 
held at an angle, usually 45 de- 
grees to the base of the subject, 
to achieve the modeling light that 
is basic in taking pictures of 
people. An advanced professional 
usé of this technique is the mul- 
tiple flash, with two or more lamps 
in fixed places relative-to a devel- 
oping, non-mobile situation.

AN EXAMPLE IS reproduced 
on this page. It is by Robert M. 
Mottar of New York City, one of 
more than 200 pictures. by 53 
photographers’ in the exhibition, 
“[ Am Involved’ in Mankind,” 
which is- hanging to September 6 
at -the Building for Brotherhood, 
43 -West 57th St., New York City, 
under the auspices of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 

The highlights on both sides of 
the gesturing man’s face reveal 
the use of-a light from two direc- 
tions, the lamps set high. Mottar 
probably used electronic flash, 
which in such @ case is more con- 
venient than straight flash, since 
repeated exposures can be made 
without having to climb up and 
change bulbs for each shot, and 
perhaps losing pictures in the in- 
terval. A third light was on Mot- 
tar’s camera to fill in the shadows, 
here actually. to illuminate the 
main parts of the subjects, the 
faces. 

A favorite method these days of 
illuminating all three lamps in 
such a setup is the use of so-called 
slave units which, by means of 
photoelectric cells, set off the two 
supplementary lamps. (here the 
high ones) when the main lamp is 
switched on. 

The exposure, of course, is cal- 
culated for the front light, since 
fhe highlights are used only as 
accents to liven up and round 
out the features of the subjects. 

For economy of means and mo- 
bility, the bounce light technique 
of kicking light off a ceiling or 
wall in order to get a general 
light, somewhat approximating the 
diffuseness .of daylight, is fre- 
quently used in such situations,

The lighter the tone of the re- 
flecting surface, the more light 
produced, of course. Control of 
lighting contrast and strength is 
achieved by the distance of the 
light source (which may be flash, 
electronic flash, or flood. to the 
ceiling or wall.

THE CLOSER THE source, the 
more contrasty and stronger the 
reflected light, the farther away 
the lamp is held or placed from 
the surface, the more diffuse and 
the weaker the light. Incidentalky, 
when taking color pictures by this 
method, the reflecting surface 
should be white; otherwise the 
color of the surface will be re- 
flected along with the light, caus- 
ing color distortions of the subject. 

Because of the indirect travei of 
the bounced rays, in addition to 
the factors mentioned above, there 


is some loss in total volume. The | 


exposure must be therefore in- 
creased accordingly. This is es- 
timated by measuring the distance 
from the camera to the ceiling (or 
other reflecting -surface) to the 
subject, and from the latter back 
to the camera (assuming the flash 
to be on the camera.

ES, the good ’ole summertime is really here, and almost

neighborhood of 300,000 a year. 

Thus, turnover is costing the 
government about $150 million a 
year. A federal pay raise would 
sharply reduce the turnover and 
save much of this money. 

This about sums up the best 
argument produced for a federal 
pay raise at the hearings of a 
Senate Post Office and Civil Serv- 
ice subcommittee chaired by Sen. 
Richard Neuberger (D., Ore.) 
Leaders of industry- as well as 
workers’ union representatives and 
spokesmen for professional socie- 
ties all agreed with’ this conten- 
tion. 

Neuberger ‘said the hear- 
ings backed up his original views 
that a pay raise was vitally neces- 
sary for federal workers and the 
subcommittee will approve a big 
one.

WASHINGTON.—Does the Cape- 
hart housing program need $200- 
million or $300-million in mortgage 
backup money? 

That’s the question House and 
Senate leaders were debating in 
conference this week after the Sen- 
ate passed an omnibus bill giving 
$200-million in Federal National 
Mortgage Association (Fanny May) 
buying authority to the Capehart 
program. Earlier, the House had 
passed a bill carrying $300-million 
in Fanny May money. 

As passed by the Senate, the bill, 
HR 6659; would extend the Cape- 
hart program one year—till June 
30, 1959. The measure contains the 
same floor space limitations by 
rank as provided in appropriate 
fund housing, 

On matters other than military 
housing, the versions of the bill 
passed by the House and Senate 
differed widely. While these differ- 
ences are being ironed out, the 
Capehart program remains at a 
near standstill. 


Asian Flu 
Protection 
Upcoming 


WASHINGTON. — Specific pro- 
tection against the influenza virus 
which has swept the Far East in 
“mild epidemic” form is likely to 
be “built in” to the influenza vac- 
cine with which Army and other 
military personnel are treated this 
coming fall. 

Walter Reed Army Medical Cen- 
ter researchers have already iden- 
tified and isolated the specific 
strain and forwarded samples of 
it for manufacturing research to 
suppliers of the vaccine. ’ 

The new virus has been called 
“quite different from any other in- 
fluenza virus” which is still called 
a “mild type ‘A’ ” bug. Its effects 
are very much like other types of 
flu — headaches, coughs, sore 
throat, fever — with acute symp- 
toms lasting about three days. 

Military personne] in the Far 
East have already been subjected 
to the new virus. This year’s vac- 
cine gave no protection against it. 
However, the influenza “season” is 
almost over. By next fall, when it 
begins again, protection against the 
new strain should be available.

Girard Case Stirs Washington Storm 


WASHINGTON—The U. 8. decision to let Japan try an 
American soldier accused of killing a-Japanese woman this 


week appeared to reopen the 


furious debate on Status of 





Forces agreements. 
Lawmakers in Washington were 
quick to react to the announcement 
that SP3 William C. Girard would 
be tried in a Japanese court on 
charges of killing a woman who 
was picking up scrap at an 
American-leased firing range. The 


State Departments. At the same 
time, Assistant Defense Secretary 
Murray Snyder said President 
Eisenhower was fully aware of the 
decision to turn Girard over to the 
Japanese. - 

Girard’s . Illinois Congressman, 
Rep. Frank Bow, immediately de- 
nounced the decision and de- 
manded action on his proposal to 
revise the status of forces treaties. 
Under these agreements, Ameri- 
cans overseas can be tried in local 
courts for crimes committed in 
the local community while not on 
duty. The House Foreign Affairs 
committee scheduled a hearing on 
the Bow resolution for June 13. 

Girard, meanwhile, is being held 
in American custody (at Camp 
Whittington, Japan) until he faces 
the three-judge Japanese court, If 
convicted, he would face a mini- 
mum sentence of two years, a 
maximum sentence of 15 years.

THE JAPANESE government} 
expressed satisfaction with the |

trial for Girard. The Japanese! 

minister in Washington said he 
thought “the unfortunate affair | 
will be amicably settled. . . . Of 
course,” he continued, “Japanese 
authorities will take the utmost 
care so that the trial will be con- 
ducted with the utmost fairness. | 
Everyone can rely on the fairness | 
of Japanese judicial authorities.” | 

Meanwhile, Sen. John Bricker | 
(R., Ohio) called the decision “the | 
sacrifice of an American seldier to! 
appease Japanese public opinion.” | 
Chairman Vinson (D., Ga.) of the | 
House Armed Services committee 
announced that he has called for a 
complete report on the case from 
Defense Secretary Charles E. Wil- 
son. After reading the report, he 
said, he will decide what action 
the committee will take. 

Sen. Paul Douglas (D., Ill.) said 
he was disappointed by the ruling. 
California’s Sen. Knowland, Re- 
publican leader in the Senate, 
came out of a White House meet- 
ing and told newsmen that Presi- 

dent Eisenhower promised that 
“every step is being taken” to safe- 
guard Girard’s rights. 

In a Peoria, Ill, hospital, 
Girard’s widowed mother said: 
“It don’t seem fair. These boys 
enlist and then they treat them 
like dogs. The U. S.° Army 
should have tried him; .He 
should be exonerated. He was 
acting in the line of duty.” 

The Defense Depariment’s an- 
nouncement said that Girard and 
SP3 Victor M. Nickel “were 
ordered” by a platoon leader to 
guard a machine gun and other 
equipment when the incident. oc- 
curred, The 46-year-old Japanese | 
woman was killed by an empty | 
cartridge case fired from a grenade | 
launcher. There have been} 
charges—denied by Girard—that 
empty shell cases were thrown out 
to entice the Japanese to approach. | 

Sen. Sparkman (D., Ala), point- 
ing out that the decision was “a| 
delicate one,” declared: 








“I think we must insist on all |, 


our rights under the Status of 
Forces agreement, but not expect 
any protection béyond that.” 

Sen. Aiken (R., Vt.) said the 
announcement “points up the un- 
fortunate results of keeping. big

after the war.”
